1. As further te the above references, I bad a brief egportunity during 
eee * Conference in Veet Palm Beach to have om informal discussion vith 
be. Charyk on kis second thoughts fellowing the 89 Decenber necting in the office 
of the Under Secretary of state for Political Affeirs. Br. Charyz seemed even 
more resolute in his feeling that as little as possible should be done to comply 
with the U. A. resolution vhich was the subject of ali the excitement, and he 
ndded that he was somevnat distressed with tate decause ne nad received tie 
,etter mentioned in paragraph 5 of -.eforenve a. frou tne Departuent, askiag lor 
a DOD position oa compliance with the resolutica, with the further stetensnt. 
thet DOD's emewer should be in haad ao later than & Jemmary. Dr. CharyK said 
that this date was wholly ueecceptable and taat he was at e« loss to understand 
why State was preasing so hard for an immediate answer to the Secretariat of 
the United Jatiocas. 

c. Or. cuaryx added that since this question was potentially so important 
w the entire defense establisament, and actions taken in haste might weii estab- 
,ish a precedent within vhich sateilite reconnaissance could sot contigque, he 
fe.t that the next move was to convene tac principsis for a face-to-face discus- 
sioa in order to anke sure tast everyoae wus avare of the implications of voapli- 
agace. The priacipais oe identified us Yr. Giipeatric, Mr. ‘lexis Johnson, 
wr. icone, Genera. iey.or, et a., or as be sald, irtuaily the uembersnip 
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of tne Special Group". Dr. Charyk seid that he would attempt to seize the 
initiative on such a meeting and would propose it to Nr. Gilpsetric as soon 
as possible. In any event it eppeared that he would not comply with State's 
request for an informal ansver by 5 Jamery. 


3. Dr. Charyk then asked if the undersigned was avare of 
which he said had been neid rather ciosely within the DOD end which by his 
description was a scteliite designed to photograph extensively cloud cover 
and which is scheduied tc be operational ‘some time in April”. ‘fter indi- 
cating unawareness of this activity, he went on to describe it as possessing 
a greater techmical capability than TYROS and indicated its applicability in 
a path-finding role for such recogmaissance sateliites se COnOS4s and caw. 
de said that if a aission purpose were ascribed to this vehicie, it would 
alienate aot only the U. S. weather Bureeu who are apparently act in the act, 
wat 3454 as well, since they vould regard this as a DOD attempt to move in 
on their areas of responsibility. For ell inteste and purposes, the matter 
was ieft there, although Dr. Charyk indicated that he hoped to be able to 
amplify his brief discussion vith the DD/P on this matter conducted appar- 
eatly just prior to the opening ef the Sugpliers' Ceuference. 
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
